INGS OF THE BlKNNIAL Con-

INC , HELD AT I. O. B. B.'S 

Building, 149 Eddy St., San 
Francisco on July 30, 191 7. 

President Ruude in the chair. 

The Roll Call showed 76 members 
present. 

The President opened the meeting 
by reading his address to the 
members. 

Ladies and Gentlemen : — Once 
again we have assembled in conven- 
tion as is required by the Constitu- 
tion and By Laws of the California 
Association of the Deaf, Inc. It is 
a great pleasure to see you all here, 
to meet and shake hands with you 
and to renew old friendships. One 
delights in such a happy reunion 
It is perfectly natural. 

We have come here to pass upon 
the necessary business of our A 
ciation and I hope that you will give 
your undivided attention to the 
proceedings. 

Afler considerable discussion and 
some correspondence, your Directors 
awarded the present convention to 
Los Angeles. This was done in the 
hope that more interest in the Also 
ciation would be fostered thereby 
Los Angeles accepted the responsi 
bility in good faith, it appears, and 
the Local Committee began to col 
lect funds to finance the Convention 
The country was not then at war 
and there seemed to be no other 
thought 011 their part than to n 
a success of the meeting. In tbe 
latter part of May I received ■ letter 
from Chairman Doane, advising OK 
that Los Angeles was considering 
the advisability of asking to be 
lieved of the responsibility of hold- 
ing the Convention, because of the 
war, the necessity of economy, 
prospective poor attendance, etc. I 
was asked for an opinion and after 
consulting as many of the Directors 
as I could reach, I replied that the 
sentiment was to leave the matter to 
the Local Committee, as that Com 
mittee no doubt knew the situation 
best and could decide accordingly. 
A few days after this I received a 
telegram from Chairman Doane to 
the effect that the Los Angeles 
Local Committee had met and decid- 
ed to give up the idea of holding the 
convention in that city this year. 
I immediately informed the Direc- 
tors, at the same time advising them 
that at a previous meeting held in 
Berkeley, and at a time when the 
Convention plans were being dis< < 
ed, it was decided that in the event 
of Los. Angeles declining to accept 
the offer to hold the meeting in their 
city, the Convention would be held 
In San Francisco and Berkeley. In 
view of the situation thus created, I 
ordered the Secretary to send out 
circulars announcing the change of 
the meeting place. This was done 
thirty days in advance of this meet- 
ing and is in compliance with the 
law governing the matter. 

Our efforts to have a C A. D. con- 
vention away from the usual place 
have again been frustrated. This is 
a matter to be regretted, but it is 
better to have the change if a poor 
attendance seemed inevitable. We 
have the consolation that conven- 
tions of other societies were being 
postponed for identically the same 
reasons. In two years from now 
perhaps we shall be able to have the 
convention held elsewhere, for then 
we will probably beat peace with tin- 
rest of mankind, and the deaf all 
oVer the state may feel it their duly 
to attend in a body. 

We are meeting in Convention it 
a momentous time in the history of 
the education of the Deaf. To-day 

eighty thousand deaf people through 

out the country are celebrating the 
one hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of the first public school 
for the deaf in America at Haitfnid. 
Connecticut, i>v Dr. Thomas Hop 
kins Oallaudet. You can well 

imagine the condition of the deaf at 
that time. You now know ol 
rise to eminence of thousands of • 
people since then. Right here In 
our own beloved state we fa 
amongst our kind the finest types of 
educated men and women in tin- 
whole world, deaf men and women 
ayhOSS intellectual attainment* entitle 
them to equal footing with the 

citizens of any community. It 1b a 



matter of much regret that only one 
or two of the California deaf are 
unofficially representing us at Hart 
ford, sitting at the shrine of our 
Patron Saint and doing him homage 
for the heritage which he has left 
us. Because of a mere lack of funds 
the rest of California's brainiest 
deaf people must remain at home. 
But we can all celebrate the great 
event in our hearts, and to-morrow 
we can give outward evidence of our 
gratitude in the form of speeches, 
songs, and in other ways. Also, our 
nation being at war, it will be an 
appropriate time for us to show our 
patriotism by attending iu a body 
and joining freely the various 
patriotic exercises of the day. 

There is another matter upon 
which I wish to cotnmen» before re- 
tiring from office. I refer to the at- 
titude of normal people towards the 
deaf. They accuse the deaf of be- 
ing clannish. I admit that a major- 
ity of the deaf are clannish. But 
who is to blame? Long study of the 
deaf leads me to this conclusion — 
the Heat sre partly to blame, but by 
far the larger responsibility must <■ 
placed upon the shoulders of the 
bearing people, especially those en- 
gaged in the work of educating the 
Why do not these people 
seek the society ot the deaf? Why 
is it always the case that where deaf 
and hearing are present at a gather 
ing, the hearing are ncv< 1 Been in 

the company of the deaf ? Appar- 
ently OUr heating friends, who love 
so much to talk and write, and who 
would restore us to society, prefer to 
tell Others how U) do it through the 
medium of pen and ink and a scrap 

of paper, I tell you, my friends, 
thai silently, stealthily, the oral pro 
pagauda, like a boa-constrictor, is 

ling its strangle holds on the 
educational methods now employed 
in most of our schools for the 
I tell you that what they are after is 
the deaf youth of the land, for after 
they have passed the prescribed age 
of schooling and are no longer use 
ful for their purposes, these youths 
are abandoned to the lonelinc- 
cold and strange world. Never once 

do their teachers visit them to oiler 
hope and encouragement, to make 

good their professions of inten 
them, which had been so freely stat- 
ed while they were under the pro 
tection of the State, while they 
knew not their own immatu.e minds. 
Of couise I dO not refer to all heat 
ing teachers. Indeed, there are some 

vet v good hearing teaehcis, and I 
have ample proof to back up this as- 
sertion. What I refer to is the mi 
jority of those heating people who 
dull into the profession merely for 
the living that IS Ifl it, and without 

regard to the rights of the Inn 

children that .treat their mercy. My 
friends, I am not exaggerating 
tilings when I tell you that it is 
these very people that are compel 
ling the deaf to organize. To band 
together for their own protection 
and for the protection of those who 
must follow iu their wake. Tli 
tiiinal Association of the Deaf is an 
organization that Sp r a ng from abuse 

of the kind I have mentioned It is 

an organization that is fighting for 
the rights of the deaf. It is a good 
i/.itlon that has been h.impeted 
growth, I regret to fay, by 
selfishness and incompetency. But 
it is improving, and will, one day, 
beag' iety, not of a thousand 

members, as at present, but of ten 
thousand members But, again, this 
will be realized only when the deal 
awaken to its Importance. The N.i 
tional Fraternal society <>f the D 

IS today the most powerful organ 
lion of the deal throughout the 
world.

To bring about this desirable end, 
it is necessary that the deaf, who be- 
come members of the great brother- 
hood that has been BO successfully 
launched, should work together as 
brothers both in and out of lodge 
room, for I say to you that nothing 
can endure unless there is absolute 
loyalty all around. We can attain 
OUr goal more quickly through com- 
plete harmony among us This in 
turn can be achieved by over look 
ing faults or shortcomings of the 

members, by burying the past with 

its musty, prickly exaggerations, by 
taking a broader view of life and al- 
lowing Ourselves tO be absorbed by 
the gic.it world about ns. 1 Bay

tection. We can retain our large 

membership in the California As

We are constantly knocking 
at the cold steel gates ol prejudice 
ever awaiting an open mind within 
Often it is a long long wait, and our 
feel are sore, and our bodies are 
It v, but the soul within sustains 
our faltering feet.

was according to agreement. This 
left a working fund of $187 12. The 
committee itself made collections of 
$1 1765, handling a total of $304 77. 
Of this, $226.95 was returned to the 
two associations. $145 00 to the N. 
A. D. and $81 95 to the C A D., a 
profit of $3995. The committee 
was not established to return a pro- 
fit, though we are pleased to say it 
did. Its purpose was to increase the 
membership of the two associations, 
and in this respect it was very sue- 



scjentious officers to steer the ship of cessful. While we have not the ex- 
act figures on hand, the committee 
handled about 240 cases of member 
ship, sufficient to maintain the lead 
of the State of California in N. A 
D, memberships, and to give to the 
State association one of the largest 
memberships among State associa- 
tions in the country. The expenses 
of the committee were $77 82. or an 
overhead of about twenty-five per 
cent. A large pari of these expenses 
were incurred in printing and mail 
ing circulars, etc., for the C A. D 
and the N AD., it being found 
that a saving could be made thereby 
to both associations, with a corre- 
sponding increase in interest .oid 
membership. 

The committee held a meeting on 
April nth, 1917, agreed to disband, 

and turned the balance of its money, 
$31 20. over to the C A D., with 

commendation that it be put 
in the Medal Fund. The final finan- 
cial statement of the committee fol 
lows :

Secretary Isadora Selig, reported: 
During September, 1 91 6, there were 
some changes in the directorship 
Mr. Runde resigned as director to 
take the office of President to which 
Mr. Williams had been elected, but 
declined to accept. Mr. Williams, 

however, accepted a directorship — 
the one left vacant by Mi. Runde. 

Dining May, 1916. Mr. Doaen 
sent in his resignation as director 
and h was accepted. Mr. Marsden, 
of I, os Angeles, was elected to fill 
the vacancy, but declined to accept 

the office The directorship was 

vacant till August 27, 1916, when 

Mr Doane sent B letter, asking that 
ignation be withdrawn. He 

was reappointed director. 

During May, 1910, Mr. M. I. 
Aronsou resigned BS"S director and 
Mrs. Cool was appoiuud his suc- 
or. 

The Convention allowed me $20 
lot election expenses. The expense 
totaled $ 18 The remaining 

$1 20 was used IQ defray expense ol 
miscellaneous correspondence. April 
23, 1917, toe Board allowed me 
$15 00 to cover expenses of issuing 
Bcial call for the present con- 
vention. The total expenses were 
$12.15. There was a balance of 
$2.85 iu stamps, 40 cents of which 
have been used, leaving a balance of 
$ 2 (>5 in stamps, on hand. 

Treasurer Lohmeyer gave a de- 
tailed report of receipts and expendi- 
tures The committee on finance, 
represented by Kossuth Selig, audit 
ed the treasurer's books and state- 
ment, which show that on July 3, 
1915, there was a balance of $ 67 50, 
collections amounting to $15305. 
The expenditures up to May 20, 
1917, amounted to 210.05, leaving a 
balance of $ IO 50.

Chief Bald Eagle and eight of his 
braves made the trip from Pawuee 
Bdl's wild west s|«ctacle, " Pioneer 
Days," at Luna, to the Recruit, a 
distance of fifteen mites each way, 
iu an old stage coach drawn by four 
stalwart mules driven by Jotin 
Tanner, of Wvoming. who was 
formerly a stage coach driver In the 
West The other Indians present 
were Sam Lone Bear, Bear in the- 
Woods, Henry Kills-tlie fiin-mv , 
Dave E irrings JasjH-r Seoul Charlie 
Drown Wolf, Putl Irou Nest and 
Luke Plenty Bird. 

hie! Bald H igle in his addrea«, 
which was in the Sioux language, 
vrd that, while years ago he was 

much against the United St. 
and under the leadership of Sitting 
Bull had, many tunes. d> monstr.a 
ed Ins hatred, he was now ready and 
willing to enlist his services for his 
country He said that he has one 
son in the United Statea army now 
and is sorry tint he hasn't more to 
offer.

DiraiNG the Centennial Celebra- 
tion of the first school established 
for the education of the deaf, at 
Hartford, Ct., one of the features at 
the banquet was the presentation of 
a gold medal to M. Henri Gaillard, 
as representative of the deaf of 
France. The presentation was made 
by Mr. Marcus L. Kenner, who was 
associated with Rev. John H. Keiser 
on the committee of purchase. 

The medal is an extraordinary ex- 
ample of tbe gold-worker's art, and 
was made by Mr. Lipgens, who has 
been a valued employee of Tiffany & 
Company for a great many years. 
On the obverse of the medal, which 
is the size of a twenty-dollar gold 
piece, is a perfect likeness of Tho- 
mas Hopkins Gallaudet, hammered 
out in gold, and on the reverse is let- 
tered ' ' Founder of the First School 
for the Deaf in America." At the 
top are three precious stoues (a ruby, 
a diamond, and a sapphire;, repre- 
senting the national colors — red, 
white and blue. 

The medal is worth very much 
more than the price paid to Mr. Lip- 
gens, which does not cover the cost of 
the gold and precious stones. There- 
fore, in printing the subjoined list of 
contributors, it is not intended to im- 
ply that Mr. Lipgens received any- 
thing like an equivalent for the ma- 
terial and time and skill which the 
construction of the medal involved.

It may be Mr. Wright's address, 
before the N. A. D. convention at 
Hartford, on the " Education of the 
Deaf" signalizes, as I have been ad- 
vised, a new departure in the course 
adopted by the uhra-oralists towards 
the Combined System, and to indi- 
cate the possibility of bringing about 
an honorable modus vivendi between 
the two, but I see nothing in the ad- 
dress to warrant this confidence. I 
have also been cautioned not to say 
anything calculated to antagonize 
the oralists at this critical stage, lest 
they shall take offense and ' ' crawl 
back into the hole and carry the 
hole aloug," and thereby queer 
the good work that the Convention 
has paved in the direction of har- 
mony. 

But any one of ordinary sense, who 
can read between the lines of Mr. 
Wright's paper, will see that it car- 
ries no such message of hope. 
Mr. Wright is an uncompromising 
ultra-oralist, and says so. He does 
not pretend for a moment 
that it is not the object of the 
oralist to eliminate the combined 
system when it gets the power to do 
so. Ou the whole, his paper is one 
of glittering generalities and means 
absolutely anything one pleases to 
put to it. He does not give a 
single specification to warrant his 
conclusions. On the contrary, he 
has many nice things to say 
for Messrs. So and So of the 
N. A. D. , and hopes to win them 
over with honeyed words, and with 
consummate skill and finish, he de- 
velopes the " commingled element" 
that, in his opinion, hampers the 
Combined System's oral suce< 
Now the difference between the Oral 
and "Commingled Element," main- 
ly consists in this, whether the words 
used are really clothed with a mean- 
ing or not. What is the "speech 
atmosphere" he so frequently dwells 
upon ? Does anybody know ? I know 
this much Id this connection, that at 
Mr. Wright's school, pupils have 
clandestinely indulged in the sign 
language among themselves, and 
whether or not Mr. Wright is 
aware of this practice in bis 
own bailiwick has no bearing on 
this matter, because his knowledge 
of it could not change the conditions. 
However, it is certain, if outsiders 
are cognizant of this, he, above all 
minis, also lias the information but 
will not acknowledge it. So there 
is, after all, a "commingled ele- 
m nt" in his own midst. More- 
over, the very same conditions as 
above obtains in the combined 
schools, but with this difference that 
the authorities freely recognize the 
inhumanity of segregation aud do 
not consider it advisable to force 
mere children into artificial atmo- 
spheres, where a premium is placed 
on deception. Thcv always tolerat- 
ed the natural tendency of the deaf 
to resort to the God given method of 
expressing their thoughts and feel- 
ings by signs, and humane people 
who give thoughtful consideration 
to the yearnings and heart burnings 
of afflicted youth will admit that it 
cannot be otherwise. The question 
as to the effectiveness of a method 
for instructing the deaf is one of fact 
and not of opinion, and there is an 
absolute standard by which it can be 
explicity measured, and when the 
facts are weighed in their true light 
it will be found there is just as much 
of a speech atmosphere in the com- 
bined schools as it is possible to 
arrange for the children without 
hurt to their health, happiness and 
morals. 

By the way, since it is undeniably 
true the speech atmosphere is ex 
tremely oppressive to most of the 
deaf, aud, therefore, spontaneously 
generates a Commingling element of 
its own, I am curious to get Mr. 
Wright's remedy for segregating 
the commingled segregated. Would 
he suggest opening another school to 
accommodate the " commingled ele- 
ment" that appeared In the segre- 
gated, and then still another, and so 
OU until each school will hold but a 
single pupil? And, finally, wbcu 
he discovers, as he is bound to dis- 
cover, to his horror, the propensity 
of the individual deaf to commune 

with himself in silent signs, will he 

continue the segregating process on 

Hen Butler's principle that the deaf 
are " half-men " I hope not. 

Mr. Wright like all other oltl 
alists, is fond <>f creating "atmo- 
spheres" aud making unfavorable 
comments upon those outside their 
clement One of the foremost oral- 
ists of bis time was wont to say that 

the atmosphere of the non oral 

nils, reminded him of the peniten- 
tiary at Blsckwell's [aland, it is not 
the part of cultured people to create 
atmospheres with the intent to char- 
acterize or belittle helpless children, 
and it is invidious for Mr. Wright 
or anyone else to be introdu. 
practices among the deaf that tend 
to sow discord and bitterness among 

them for no apparent reason and no 
real benefit to anybody but the oral- 

I know Mr. Wriglit will dis 
claim any such Intention but, ni.iv 1 
ask, what is the motive of intro- 
ducing " atmospheres" into discus- 
sions if there is no intention to make 
comparisons, wdiich are proverbially 

odion 

The deaf have ncvci said anything 
nor made a move to discourage h 

orallsm, yet they are not idealists 
but practical business men and wo- 
men. Tluy deal in facts— not theo- 
ries. They live on the earth and not 
in the air, and while the vast majori- 
ty of them would prefer that all 



could become expert speakers and 
lip-readers, they know that such a 
condition has never prevailed, does 
not prevail now, and never will pre- 
vail. And, therefore, like good 
sensible people they have accepted 
conditions as they exist, and are try- 
ing to make the most of it. Sanity 
and common-sense must control here 
as in everything. 

Mr. Wright has admitted a num- 
ber of deafs cannot profit by the oral 
method, because of shortcomings of 
one kind or another. May I ask 
what provision is made for the dis- 
card of oralism ? Will he be good 
enough to indicate what percent are 
found wanting in the course of ten 
years, and also give concrete speci- 
mens of successful congenitals that 
the ultra-oral schools have turned 
out ? While we are personally ac- 
quainted with many of the cradu- 
ates of oral schools, we have no 
means of gauging the standing the 
oral schools officially regard these, 
aud we are anxious to get an autho- 
ritative statement to the effect whom 
they regard as. successful oral pro- 
ducts. For every name furnished I 
shall gladly check ten of the com- 
bined schools. Is this a go ? It is 
your play, Mr. Wright.

Sullivan, a young deaf man, whose 
home is in Chicago, is traveling 
about the couutry and representing 
himself as being a Frat and as a 
brother of John D. Sullivan, of Chi- 
cago. Both these statements are 
mil rue. He has no connection with 
the Society aud never had any. He 
was recently paroled from the Illi- 
nois Reformatory and la now "want- 
ed" at Louisville, where he attempt- 
ed to secure money from Louisville 
Division's Secretary, by represent- 
ing himself as being on a business 
trip for the Graud Secretary. His 
record is thoroughly bad, with many 
incidents in it that cover a wide 
territory and a Variety of offenses. 
He is a young man of about twenty- 
live, short iu stature and light in 
weight. Look out for him. He 
was last heard from as being in 
Kentucky.— The Frat, June, 1917. 

Sullivan appeared in Omaha, the 
first week in July, with a deaf com- 
panion named Weaver, and pro- 
vided a sensation over which the 
local deaf are justly indignant. 
The Plattsmouth Nebraska Evening 
Journal, of Jnly 7th and 9th, thus 
tells the story : 

A rather interesting story of a 
blighted romance came to light this 
morning from the story of a bride 
of a day, who with her helpmate 
came to this city last evening, from 
Omaha, where the parties were 
married yesterday The groom in 
the case is named Edward Sullivan 
and both are deaf-mutes. Fiom 
the story told by the bride to the 
authorities, it seems that she met 
the man on July Fourth, and after 
a short outing together, the man 
proposed marriage, aud on the re- 
fusal of the lady to accept him, he 
threatened to kill her unless she 
would accompany him to the Doug 
lass County Court House and there 
have the nuptials performed. The 
threat, the lady claimed, caused her 
to go with the man, aud they were 
married, and the groom confided to 
his helpmate, that he would send to 
Illinois for $200, with which they 
would enjoy their honeymoon, and 
in the meantime, the bride was ask- 
ed to come across with $17 of her 
savings. This sum did not last 
long, and when the bridal party hit 
WTiTiny, the skies of matt imonial 
bliss were obscured by the root of 
evil, the lack of coin necessary for 
the enjoyment of a real for sure 
honeymoon. Sullivan, it seems, 
called ou James Jeliuek, of this 
city, with whom his wife had be- 
come acquainted and it was thought 
that he might be induced to finance 
the new-found happiness of the 
young couple, but without avail. 
A man, answering the description 
of Sullivan, has been reported in 
different parts of the country eu- 
gaged In rat hei shady transactions, 
and this fact caused Mr. Jeliuek to 
become suspicious, and the affair 
was reported to the county authori- 
ties. On the question of the bride 
being torced into the marriage, Sul- 
livan confessed the charge, while 
the wife is assertive of the fact that 
(he marriage was an unwilling one 
on her part. 

An old pal of Sullivau's at rived 
ou the scene from Omaha, aud re- 
lated a story of Sullivan having 
taken his watch, and pawned it to 
secure the funds to come to this 
city, and iu this, he was borne out 
by the statements of the unwilling 
bride of a few houis. Two repre- 
sentatives from the deaf mute In- 
stitute in Omaha, arrived by auto 
a Bhort time before Sullivan was 
captuied at the bridge, and had 
with them a paper, containing a 
ption of Sullivan, as well as 
statement that he had defrauded 
panics in Akron, out of something 
like $80. One of the chief dodges 
worked by the young man, was the 
securing of subscriptions to a deaf- 
mute paper published In Chicago 
man named Sullivan, he re- 
presenting himself as a brother of 
the publisher. The young man was 
brought to this city by Chief Bar- 
and lodged iu the county jail 
to await the arrival of the officers. 

Ed Sullivan was brought from 
Plattsmouth to Omaha, and is now 
in jail, on a charge of bigamy. He 
was given a hearing in the police 
court and bound over to the October 
term of court. Evidence has been 
received, to show that he has a wife 
in New Orleans. 

Sullivan appeals to be a confirm- 
ed criminal. He takes his situation 
lightly, and when led out of the 
court room, made jesting remarks 
to deaf persons who knew him, and 
played jauntily w ith his cap, toss- 
ing it iu the air and catching it, as 
if on a picnic holiday. 

Bigamy is the most serious charge 
that can be made against him, and 
those In charge of the ease will see 
to it that he gets as long a term as 
possible. A letter from the warden 
of the Illinois Reformatory, in 
which ho was confined recently, ex- 
■il the opinion, that he should 
be kept iu jail for life.

Deaf Girls in Telegraph Work 
Graduates of the Deaf Institute 
of the last class, two young women 
are now successfully applying them- 
selves to the automatic sending and 
operating machines in the G. N. W. 
Telegraph Company office, and are 
attaiuiug a success beyond the ex- 
pectations of the wire chief the 
Globe was informed yesterday. 

The advances made by the yonng 
women since they entered the opera- 
ting department are a tribute to 
the education they received in the 
Belleville Institute. It was pointed 
out by the wire chief that the suto- 
tnatio machines require great 
powers of discretion, aud only 
young women of education make 
them entirely successful. 

The machines are considered as 
infallible as the operator equipped 
with the Morse code. The messages 
are sent by a typewriter keyboard 
to a ticker, and are received in a 
similar manner. It is the duty of 
the operator of these automatic 
machines to grasp a mistake iu the 
message the moment it appears, 
and correct it without delay. 

The youug womeu entered the 
operating department at a time 
when the business was very heavy, 
due to the shortage of skilled men. 
Notwithstanding these handicaps, 
the young women have fitted into 
the operating department with 
marked sucoess. "It's impossible 
lo put anything over them," said 
the wire ouief yesterday. — Ibronto 
OWooe.
